The church 
has acquired fourteen avres of 
ground on the outskirts of the 
city and has an imposing array 
of buildings as a witness to its 
growth and prosperity.

The 
church sponsors a paper pub- 
lished at Cleveland called the 
Church of God Evangel, with 
20,000 subscribers; it is pub- 


The present convention has 
lasted for one week. It has been 
a strenuous one, as a glance at 
the program evidence. 
Their meetings have begun at 
§:30 in the morning and lasted 
until 10:30 at night or Iater. 
But they don’t seem a bit tired 
even on the last day, and pack 
and jam the interior throughout 
every session. — 

The public generally, not 
knowing much about this new 
religion, would be astonished at

Shoulders began to jerk and 
bodies to sway, and soon down 
next to the choir everybody was 
on their feet in a dance that 
pounded the floor. Arms were 
extended upwards as if to re- 
ceive and invoke divine bless- 
ings. There - was a jargon of 
words and cries. It subsided 
with the music. There were 
many other instances of indi- 
vidual actions. A woman came 
down the. aisle crying with the 
voice of a prophetess about the 
salvation of the world. Her 
arms were extended upwards 
|and her whole body swayed and 
shook with a prophetic zeal. 
Spectators at other night, ses- 
siong tell other stories about 
trances and other visitations 
lasting for hours. 

The above May sound crude 
and like it was Ere in srl 
it of critig¢ism. It is not. It 
again like Billy Sunday. You 
have to be there to really set 
the spirit of what he says in 
your blood. 

More than all else, to an ob- 
server one could not but be im- 
pressed by the genuine sinceri- 
ty of the actors in this outpour- 
ing of religious zeal. It was un- 
affected and natural and 
brought the participants a 
great deal of genuine happiness. 
In fact the whole meeting 
seemed to be one of, happiness. 
It shone the faces of both 
men and women, There was an 
exaltation of spirit that was 
contagious and a thing which 
is to be envied, whether you 
agree with it or not.

Coincident with the conven- 
tion there has been a great deal 
of faith healing practiced in 
Cleveland this week. They re- 
port a number of miraculous 
cures.
